Junius is known not to be very 
{paring of his . Severities upon 0- 
ther Occaſions; and ſuch extraor- 
dinary Tenderneſs here implies a 
Fellow-feeling, and amounts to an 
indirect Juſtification of his Con- 
duct. He does not indeed endow 
Mr. Wilkes with any one Virtue; _ 
he knew he ſhould be laughed at 
if he did: nor does he abſolve 
him from any one Vice;---he- was 
ſure the World would not believe 
him: but he does Mr. WILKES far 
more eſſential Service, in ſkim- 
ming over his Character as lightly 
as poſſible, and leaving you to col- 
lect in general, that Mr. WILEKES 
is a moſt conſummate Patriot, and 
Enthuſiaſt for Liberty. We have 
an old Saying, that there 1s no ge- 
neral Rule Without an Exception; 
and I will venture to affirm, in

Juſtice to this old Proverb, that

venge? One of theſe muſt be the 
Caſe, or he could never, in the 
calm Moments of Study and Re- 
flection, deliberately throw out the 
falſeſt and moſt injurious Calum- 
nies es againſt the Scotch; calculated 
to render them odidus to Us, and 
us ſuſpected by Them.
